compelled to flee the country. 


The interview with Frank Rocke- 


feller, to which Mrs. McC'ormick re- 
plied, was as follows: 


"My father is alive and well," said 


Frank Rockefeller. 
"He is dependent 


upon no man. 
He would scorn the 


proffer of financial aid from John and 
would hot take it from me. He has 
means of his own, ample for all his 
needs. But there is reason why I can- 
not at this time tell you where he is. 
In a few weeks or months. I. will be 
ready- to tell a story that will amaze 
and horrify the whole world. 


"No one yet knows that I am writ- 


ing the .story, the real history 
of 


John D;'s life. 
I finished it secretly 


here in my office several months ago, 
but there were Inperfections in the 
work, and I am doing it all 
over 


again. Rest assured that it will be 
right this time." 


"Yes," he 
continued,

tone, "when.I make John D.'s true 
life history public and explain the 
fact about father, this country will 
be too warm fot- its richest citizen.

T,he court will be used as a spacious 
palm garden. 
Four pilasters, extend- 


ing from the second to the fifth floors, 
will dividet the space between double 
windows. 
Ornamented capitals and 


bases will adorn these pilasters. 


Two ll'umli-cd Rooms. 


, The first floor will be occupied in 
front by the entrance to the lobby, 
through an arched doorway, by four 
stores, two on cither side of this en- 
trance. 


Combination balconies and fire es- 


capes will be constructed to break .up 
the even surface of the front. 
Then, 


at the top of the building, a balustrade 
will give a classic air to tho architect- 
ure. 
Tihe sixtlij story will be smaller 


than the others, the walls resting on 
the roof of the fifth floor. 


The hotel will have 200 roomsi One 


of these, the'rathskeller, will be" fitted 
up in the basement with heavy furni- 
ture, 
massive 
overhead-beams 
and 


stein shelves. 
On the roof will be the 


ballroom, having an, area of 35 by 50 
feet. 


Pressed brick, stone-trimmed, will 


be the materials used in the hotel. 
Freight .and" passenger elevators will 
bo installed. 
The building will be 


constructed on a lot 100 by 100 feet. 
The in'terior plans have not "been cum- 
pleted.

"I visited Xaples, Genoa, rVenic;, 


Palermo, and some 
of

towns. But dxiring my stay abroad I 
never sang in public for the reason 
that my studies prevented me. 


"Student life is different on the con- 


tinent from what it is in the United 
States. 
The things that we learn 


about music in this country have to 
bxi unlearned when the Italian teach- 
ers are employed.

kissing tuberculosis patients: 


"One iir every seven persons dies of 


tuberculosis in some form. 
The dis- 


ease is due to the germ of tuberculosis 
which gains access to the body. Milk 
and meats are articles especially lika- 
ly to be tuberculous." 


Dr. Brownsiil advised that 
fruit 


from markets should be washed be- 
fore being used—not only on account 
of the dust from the street, but be-

Providence,-, -and -timer cards issued 
under the direct supervision of the 
chief clerk of the bureau of accidents, 
is the way travelers from the cen- 
tral part of the state describe the 
operation of 
the Nevada 
Central, 


whose trains run—at times—between 
Austin and Battle Mountain. 


"Last Tuesday," said A. G. Church- 


wood, who has just arrived trom that 
part of the state, "a locomotive got 
off the track not far from Bailie's, a 
station 19 miles from Battle Moun- 
tain, and there wfu- nothing- cluing m 
the matter of train service till tho'fol- 
lowing Friday. 


"They have an accommodation post 


office at that same station, 
which 


is a wonder. 
When the train comes 


along, if there is any mail for anyone

letters. 
After the train has 
gone 


someone gathers the mail up, as f:ir 
as it can .be found, and places it in 
a soap box, and everyone is his own 
mail clerk from that time on. 


"The method employed in sending 


loiters is as unique as that of getting 
them, and has to the same extent, th,' 
element of uncertainty which makes 
it far more interesting than simpl.'' 
dropping letters in a mail box.

is simplicity itself. 
When yru 


to send a letter, 
you hunt up an 


empty grain sack, cut a slit in it, 
place your letter in the sack and hang 
it on a sort of an iron orneket be- 
side the track, and then retire to a 
safe distance and wait to sec whether 
it fons or not.

mail clerk stands on the lower step 
of the platform, and grabs at the 
sack containing your letter.

clerk did his duty, and that if he 
is not killed by falling off the train 
in his heroic effort to get your mail,

wait till the next when the mail clerk 
makes another effort to snatch the 
grain sack from the pole."

fears a further restrictive campaign 
against corporations by the next Con- 
gress, and by the legislatures of the 
various states, higher rates for money, 
with a reduced supply of available 
funds, apparent indifferences to the 
decline in stock prices on the part 
of interests with large capital invest- 
ments at stake, visible signs of weak 
spots :n the trade situation, and mone- 
tary conditions that preclude any hope 
of immediate aid from Europe 
for

or 


stock market operations. 


Market Started Under Cloud 


The week began with the market 


under a cloud. Liquidation had not 
run its course even after the 10- and 
15-point decline of the 
preceeding 


week. 
The heavy reduction in loans 


the- previous Saturday 'hardly 
com- 


pensated for the large loss in cash, 
and with another government report 
on the Standard Oil Company pub- 
lished on Monday, Wall Street began 
the week nervous and apprehensive. 


Combined with this were the ex- 


pressions of a cabinet member con- 
cerning the proposed plan of prose- 
cution of corporation managers who 
violate the law."

Capitalists Give Xo Support 


As a result of holders of securities 


did not know how long their shares 
would be immune from attack. Fears 
of further proceedings 
against cor- 


porations made^ the capitalists back 
of them indifferent as to the outcome 
and it was obvious that they -would 
give no support to market. 


The strike of the telegraph opera- 
tors while not

business, caused annoyance and the 
most was made of it as an unfavorable 
incident. 
More legitimate, however, 


ammunition for lower prices was the 
failure' of the .

Company and the apprehension creat- 
ed of similar embarrassment in other 
quarters. 


An example 
of the state 
of the 


money market is given by the 
fact 


that the Consolidated Gas Company 
which is dominated by Standard Oil 
interests, was forced to borrow on 
one year notes at 7 per cent. A.large 
amount of money was loaned for six 
months at 7 per cent. 
Commercial 


paper seems to be- discounting slowly 
and the banks reported many clients, 
who seldom .come to them for ac- 
commodations, forced to borrow be- 
cause of poor collections. 


On the other hand, call loans were 


surprisingly 
low but this 
reflected 


merely, the desire of lenders to keep 
their capital in hand. The shiinkage 
in stock has been sufficient to allow 
income yields to keep pace with pre- 
vailing interests rates. 


Many substantial properties 
sold 


during the past week for from 515,- 
000,000 to $*5,000,000 less in mar- 
ket value than on the first of August, 
and prime railroad stocks at present 
dividends'rates, have begun'to return 
investors from G to 7 per cent, where- 
as they offered a yield of but -1 to 5 
per cent not. so many months ago. 


Domestic -money conditions have 


been, somewhat duplicated abroad,, the 
most striking example of this being 
afforded by the Bank of England's 
action in raising its official rate to 
4 1-2 per cent. 
. This' was more remarkable in view 
of the fact that its reserves increased 
4 per cent and went above the figure 
of the year before. 


Bank of England Takes a Hand 
Prior to its recent advance the bank 


had announced its refusal to discount. 
for the open market at less than 4 1-2 ' 
per cent. The whole aim of this plan 
appears to be to clear the London' 
field of the many finance bills which 
the joint banks 
havt>" accepted 
in 


large quantities .during the -past two 
months and which were beginning to 
threaten the gold reserve of the Bank 
of England, 


Evidently that institution • has de- 


termined this year to take matters in 
hand early enough to prevent a re- 
currence of the gold exports to Ameri- 
can markets, which resulted in such 
confusion in November and December 
of last year. 


Locally there is a disposition to rely 


on the Treasury again for assistance, 
but. so far that department has made 
no sign. 


Meanwhile the New York bankers 


. are low in reserve, .the interior is 


keeping up its exchange against New 
York and the crop-moving 
season, 


which drains the reserve cities each 
year, despite the talk of ability of the 
'interior to finance itself, is moving 
, along to its fioo'd.
